S° MUCH IS HEARD IN AD- 
vanced and relatively wealthy 
countries like Canada about the 
technological revolution that it is 
salutary to be reminded that for 
the majority of the people of the 
world the marvels of science trans- 


——Jgted into useful —artifacts—mean- 


nothing. As Dr. Roger Revelle, di- 
rector of Harvard’s Centre for Pop- 
‘ulation Studies, phrased it, “the 
fruits of present-day technology are 
little more than sour grapes to the 
world’s underdeveloped lands.” 

There are a number of bitter 
fronies in the situation. One is that 
so much scientific and-ieehnologieal 
skill is spent on things like clever 
packaging, low-calorie. beer and 
push-button telephones, which are 
hardly relevant to the improvement 
of living. Another, Dr. Revelle noted 
in a speech last week at the annual 
meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for the Improvement of Science, 
is that some of the greatest ad- 
vances have been in military hard- 
ware, sophisticated weaponry, which 
is “nothing less than a curse to the 
poor countries who feel they must 
spend their vital subsistence to ac- 
quire them,” out of fear that they 
will be defenseless against rapaci- 
ous neighbors. 

But even more basic, perhaps, 
is the manner in which the revolu- 
tion of science has hit the economies 
of poorer countries dependent for 
a livelihood on natural resources. 
The advent of synthetic rubber, for 
instance, has caused a decline of 50 
per cent in-natural rubber produc- 


tion. The use of synthetic fibres has 
created problems in countries de- 
pending on the export of: natural 
fibres. The destruction of leather 
markets may lie ahead because of 
the recent development of an ac- 
ceptable artificial product; and éx- 


pected soon _are—synthetic coffee, 


tea and cocoa. One of the worst 
blows to. underdeveloped countries 
could be the wider use of artificial 
sweeteners and a decreasing use of 
sugar by diet-conscious westerners. 

The ramifications of techno- 
logical improvement are numerous, 
Dr. Revelle said, with a notable ef- 
fect being that as the underde- 
veloped countries grow poorer their 
more talented citizens are- drawn 
away to better opportunities, leav- 
ing behind people who find them- 
selves increasingly. less able to meet 
‘their problems.. They may turn to 
the violence of despair if their situa- 
tion grows worse. 

Dr. Revelle, like most people 
who have thought about the prob- 
lems, believes that education must 
be the main ingredient in helping 
the underdeveloped countries. But 
the kind of education which they 
need is not the traditional learning. 

“Radical changes are neces 
sary,” he says, “if education is to 
lead toward problem-solving rather 
than role-learning, a belief in ex- 


perimentation rather than accept-— 


ance of authority, a love of innova- 
tion rather than tradition, creativ- 
ity rather than regimentation, self- 
confidence rather than security, 
and optimism rather than fatalism.” 


_ Stirrings of Independence 


EMOVAL OF MR. ANTONIN 
Novotny from his post as first 
secretary of the Czechoslovakian 
Communist Party—he remains as 
president of the state—is another 
interesting sign of upheaval in the 
once monolithic structure of the 
Soviet East European bloc. How 
much liberalization, if any, is pres- 
aged for Czech citizens by this move 
may not be evident for some time. 
But it is significant that Mr. Novot- 
ny, a hard-liner, was criticized by 
party leaders for his attacks on writ- 
ers who deviated from the strict 
Marxist line. 

Perhaps even more. significant 
than Mr. Novotny’s loss of the key 
party post, so far as Eastern bloc 
politics goes, is Hungary’s recent de- 
fection from the Soviet line, for the 
country has been the most loyal fol- 
lower of Kremlin leadership. The 
Hungarian party enthusiastically en- 
dorsed the Russian call for a confer- 
ence to heal the rift in world Com- 
munism, but has now warned that 
there must be “no condemnation of 
individual Communist parties or ex- 
pulsion from the international Com- 
munist movement.” Since the ob- 


t 


vious purpose of Moscow in calling 
the conference was to read the Chin- 
ese out of the “orthodox” Commun- 
ist ‘movement, the Hungarian de- 
mand will prove ‘disconcerting. It is 
modelled closely on warnings issued 
by the Rumanian party, as well as 
other parties outside the Soviet bloc. 


The Hungarians, through an ar- 
ticle in the official party paper, 
have also declared that world Com- 
munism can no longer be led from 
one centre and that “each party has 
to decide independently its future 
policy, according-to the special cir- 
cumstances and conditions of each 
country.” 


Such independence cannot. help 
but make Moscow most uneasy. Sov- 
iet leaders are said to have tried 
desperately to save President Novot- 
ny’s job for. him and their failure to 
do so will have repercussions not 
only throughout Eastern Europe but 
in the Russian Communist Party as 
well. If the present Soviet leader- 
ship appears to be losing its grip 
there will inevitably be men wait- 
ing in the wings for a chance to seize 
power. 


Home Instead of to Jail 


I, We - GENERAL BO N- 
ner’s announcement. that his 
department is still studying the 
effects of the government’s progres- 
sively-applied policy to send home, 
rather than to jail, inoffensive 
‘drunks, draws attention to the ab- 
sence of public protest since the 
scheme was introduced last year. 

A survey in some depth is doubt- 
less necessary, since only such in- 
vestigation can indicate whether or 
not more lenient treatment of the 
inebriated ‘encourages excessive 
drinking — a development that 
should not be condoned. 

Pending a report on the current 
analysis, however, there is little to 
indicate that the ‘individual or the 
community suffers from this de- 
cision by the authorities to stgp con- 


sidering intoxication itself as a 
crime. If the inebriate commits an 
offence while under the influence, 
of course, he is not excused for his 
actions. 

The system has been tried suc- 
cessfully in New York and other 
United States cities and has served 
a twofold purpose. It saves court 
time formerly wasted on simplé 
drunk cases, and it helps to get an 
alcoholic victim home quickly to 
sober up. The policeman becomes a 
citizen’s benefactor, not his nem- 
esis. 
Success of the policy requires a 


‘measure of responsibility from the 


drinking public—which must in the 
long run be the deciding factor. But 
so far, it seems, the policy is work- 
ing well here.

But even the 
alphabet has its limitations; no one could 
pronounce MPAAP (The machinery pro- 
gram and adjustment assistance pro- 
gram) or SCSP (ship construction sub- 
sidy program) and Mr. Drury’s offi- 
cials have hit on the happy expedient 
of referring to one whole cluster of 
benefits (for sustaining technological 
capability by sharing the costs of 
selected defence development projects) 
under the general head of Vote 5 
appropriations. ; 


However, it must be a rare visitor 
who worries about such minor imperfec- 
tions, A department of industry with $147 
million to spend must be a good thing for 
industrial clients and one wonders how 
manufacturers ever got along in the old 
days when they had no understanding 
officials to turn to in Ottawa. | 

Although the non-specialist tax-payer 
may know little tbout BEAM, which is 
concerned, among other things, with 
“the adoption of standard size units in 
equipment and material for easier and 
more efficient constructions—modular 
co-ordination’’, he will find it easier to 
fellow Mr. Drury when the minister gets 
on to that-old favorite, the automotive 
program. 

This, he may remember, was par- 
tially dedicated to him in his capacity as 
‘an automobile purchaser. 


Fading Dream 


It is true that less and less has been 
heard about this aspect of the program, 
The original bright dream of Canadian 
cars at American prices lost a little of 
its glow when Mr. Drury began at an 
early date to caution us about differ- 
ences in state taxes north and south of 
the border. But we still had the promise 
of a “significant narrowing of the 
differential’® to bolster our fellow feeling 


with the Big Three, stuffed with 
subsidies, and the workers of Windsor 
and Oshawa as they looked forward 
confidently to wage parity with the 
Americans. 

The trouble is that our benefits have 
not been trickling down with any notable 
speed. True, there were some marginal, 
not easily calculated cuts at the end of 
the first year and a few more at the 
beginning of the next model year — after 
some harsh words and a public uproar. 
Mr. Drury developed the theory that the 
differential would be narrowed more by 
an advance of American than by any 
drastic reduction of Canadian prices. 


Not Forgotten 


As. late last fall Mr. Martin, the 
very perceptive minister who represents 
Windsor, spoke with warm satisfaction of 
the “significant narrowing.” So the 
government had not then forgotten it 
although few outside the government had 
been as successful as Mr, Martin in 
measuring its significance. 

The manufacturers have passed up 
two. good opportunities in this model year 
to narrow the differential since prices 
have twice been increased, without 
comment in Ottawa. 

We now have Mr. Drury’s report and 
it is good td read that employment in the 


industry remains high. We may also take 
pleasure from the fact that in 1967 more 
cars than ever were produced in 
Canadian factories and that exports were 
up. wid 
Splendid, but what about us? 

Our automotive trade deficit is down 
from an eight month figure of $400 
million in 1966 to a comparable $315 
million in 1967, 


What About Us? 


Wonderful, but again, what about us? 
Where are the benefits for which we, the 
customers, were called upon to rejoice?, 

When it comes down to the price tags, 
Mr. Drury seems to be at a loss for 
words, He tells us nothing. Instead he 
darts off into the department's -area 
development program of cash grants for 
industries in designated locations. 

Is it his ministerial view that, after 
these years of waiting, we have lost 
interest; given up hope; forgotten the 
dream? Or does he feel that the 
manufacturers have lost interest (which 
is understandable) and that the way to 
hold an audience is to talk of BEAM and 
PAIT and IRDIA, to each of which we 
contribute in a tangible, tax-paying way? 

Unofficially, the differential is still 
with us. But officially it has vanished 
from sight.

Old Rigid Molds Blocking a Cyprus Settlement 


the dismay of United Nations dip- 

lomats, the Cyprus problem is set- 
tling back into the old, rigid molds-from 
which it seemed to have been blasted 
loose in the crisis of 
November - December 
1967. Soviet F-pe of 
luring Cyprus into 
the Communist 
camp, plus the  ob- 
stinacy. and pride of 
Archbishop Makarios, 
Cyprus’ president, 
are blamed in large 
part for the develop- 
ment. : 

The path towarda_ - 
sécure settlement is clear for virtually 
all to see. It has been sketched out 
repeatedly by UN Secretary-Géeneral U 
Thant and by special UN mediators. 

It is to demilitarize the country, give 
the UN peace force (UNFICYP) enough 
power to keep. Greek and Turkish 
communities from each.other’s throats, 
and then let the two communities 
negotiate. a new constitution for the 
island. 

The difficulty with this plan in prac- 
tice is that both Makarios and the Turk- 
ish Cypriots want the constitutional set- 
tlement under advantageous conditions, 
Mékarios with a monopoly of effective 
force, uninhibited by the UN, and the 
Turks with the threat of-a Turkish in- 
vasion army hanging over the island. 

Each of these advantages is anath- 
ema to the intended target. Both could 
be removed, were it not that the Soviet 
Union and Makarios refuse to let the UN 
have a real power to fill the power 
vacuum that would be created. 


Strange Liaison 


The love affair between Mararios and 
the Kremlin is one of the - stranger 
liaisons of international politics. There is 
no real affinity between an archbishop of

The Soviet tactic is to encourage a 
power vacuum: no_ Greek-Cypriot 
National Guard, no Turkish-Cypriot 
irregulars, no Greek or Turkish regular 
army personnel, no, “NATO” (British) 
bases — and no adequate UN force to 
take their place.

But Turner may not have the under-30 vote 
sewn up, what with the emergence of the new, 
youthful Mr. Martin to challenge Turner’s.own 
dance floor image. They might end up splitting 
the kiddie vote while Paul Hellyer or Mitch 
Sharp romps home with the bacon.

What do younger Liberals want? According 
to the December “Young Liberal Voice” 
published by the B.C. Young Liberals, “A 
mature man with lots of experience . .. will be 
tired, unimaginative and uninspiring ... We 
need a young, dynamic, inpiring leader.” And 
it proceeds to damn them all except Turner.

“Hat” said my cynical friend who sub- 
scribes to a highly respected American news- 
paper. ‘Now I have seen everything.” 

“I have just been reading a reputable 
columnist who advises his fellow Americans to 
use the utmost care in ascertaining their facts. 
He offers an example. If . 
they customarily read 
newspapers and periodicals 
of the left on such issues 
as Vietnam, they _ should 
balance their impressions 
by reading an equal 
‘amount in newspapers and 
periodicals of the right. 
When they have done this, 
he then reminds them of 
the differences which occur 
between writers describing 
the same event. One sees details clearly that 
another misses, and vice versa. 

“How,” my friend asked, “can a man 
preserve his prejudices if the does this 
honestly? Why, ‘if you carry that idea to the 
ultimate, a person would begin to see reason 
behind the unreasonable actions of people with 
whom he differs. Just let yourself agree that 
an opponent has a point and you're on_ the 
long, slippery slope that could end, if not in a 
reconciliation, at least in a compromise and 
perhaps a dangerous mutual respect. 

“The whole idea is as destructive"ef Strong 
national, stands as that statement from U 
Thant some time ago when he left Moscow and 
told reporters that in the process of time what 
we call Commhiinism and what-we call Western 
democracy would eventually merge, Commu- 
nists extending more rights to the individual, 
democracy moving further into areas of 
socialism.

First thing you know, you'd be 
thinking that people were people, actually 
human beings, even if they didn't see eye-to- 
eye with you.

“No,”’ said my cynical: friend, ‘‘that’s not 
the way the world of today operates. History 
shows us the progress that has come from 
conflict.

Differences usually stem from. the refusal of 
one faction .to tolerate certain views of 
another. 

“If it hadn’t been for conflict, we might still 
be back in the Garden without ever having 
tasted an apple and with nothing to wear -but a 
fig-leafa 

“What, would the reputable columnist do for 
a living if his proposal led to an age of swect 
reason and light? 

“But don't worry too much, It isn't going to 
happen," 
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__lead fhe nation in this crucial 


period of our history, cham- 
pioning a relevant set of new 
ideas rooted in the radical 
small-“]" liberalism - which 
has been gradually abandoned 
by the party in power.

Outside Experts 


The closest example to the

lenging the preconceived 
notions of used-up politicans 
and inflexible civil Servants. 

Kierans’ main policy con- 
cerns include national unity 
(on the basis of distributing 
powers as well as symbolic 
concessions); dramatic 
methods of raising the 
productivity of -Canadian in- 
dustry; and the preservation 
of the practicar elements in 
Walter Gordon's bid to en- 
courage Canadian economic 
sovereignty. 

The depth of the support 
that, already exists for 
Kierans is difficult to judge, 
because it consists mainly of 
Liberals who fail to be 
attracted by any of the more 
obvious _ candidates. __During 
the next 90 days, however, 
Kierans intends to throw 
himself into a whirlwind con- 
stituency-by-constituency cam- 
paign, concentrating on British 
Columbia, Manitoba and On- 
tario. 


Quebec Base 


Despite his defeat of Rene 
Levesque at the last meeting 
of the Quebec Liberal Federa- 
tion, he believes that he still 
retains a considerable power 
base in his home province, 
particularly outside Montreal. 

Although Kierans’ interest 
to date has been entirely in 
provincial politics, Daniel 
Johnson onee remarked: that 
“Kierans is in the right pew, 
but the wrong church. He 
should be in Ottawa.” 

Kierans has one distinct 
advantage over his competi- 
tors. Because they’ve all been 
members of the Pearson 
administration, they are 


limited in the number of new § 


policies they can advance 
without either breaking cabi- 
net solidarity, or leaving 
themselves open to the accu- 
sation that having thought up 
such brilliant ideas, they 
should have enacted them 
long ago.

Mod- 
ern liberals know that our pres- 
ent society can. produce an ‘n- 
dustrial abundance which will 
banish hunger, sickness and 
ignorance if only we have the 
courage to declare these aims 
to be our own and to take the 
democratic decisions that are 
necessary. 

“Liberalism decides in 
favor of people and their 
needs when economic deci- 
sions are taken. True liberal- 
ism cannot admit .that in 
boom periods we are too rich 
and in depressions too poor to 
satisfy the real needs of our 
people. A ‘fiberal will insist 
that society be so ordered and 
directed ‘that it will use its 
industrial abundance to wipe 
away hunger and disease, and 
this without loss of indi- 
vidual, political and cultural 
freedoms. The social vision of 
liberals can be revolutionary 
without being totalitarian.” 


New Thrust 


Whether as a leader or a 
key member of the post- 
Pearson administration, 
Kierans would provide a new 
and exciting approach ina 
government whose ideological 
thrust has growr stale. 

In all of his many careers— 
as a Montreal industrialist 
rescuing faltering companies, 
as dean of the McGill School 
of Commerce, as head of the 
Montreal Stock Exchange

Inevitably, doctors all over 
the world are arguing this 
point. They are even asking 
whether the operation. on 
Washkansky was permissible. 


The reply of the Groote 
Schuur team is that, although 
Washkansky lived for only 18 
days, it. was not the donor 
heart of 25-year-old Miss 
Denise Ann Darvall that failed 
him. The heart went on 
beafing strongly right to the 
end. The cause of death was 
bilateral pneumonia: 

Dr. M. C. Botha, pathologist 
in charge of the blood group- 
ing laboratories, explained: 
“We have no clear laboratory 
or clinical evidence that rejec- 
tion played a major part in 
the outcome of the operation.” 


This answers, partially at 
least, the criticism by doctors 
overseas that the South Afri- 
can doctors acted pre- 
maturely because, while other 
teams in other countries were 
equipped surgically to per- 
form the operation just as 
completely as the South Afri- 
cans, they had delayed their 
attempts until they knew 
more about the rejection 
process, 


Issue Aside 


The South “African doctors 
admit that they knew nothing 
more about the rejection 
process than is known at 
other centres, but their post- 
operation -view, that there is 
nothing to lead them to 
suspect that rejection played : 
any role im’ Washkansky’s 
death, -rather thrusts this 
issue to one side. 

This naked-eye examina- 
tion has still to be confirmed, 
of course, by tissue analysis. 
The donor heart was removed 
from Washkansky’s body 
before he was buried, and 
some tissues have been sent 
to London for a check analy- 
sis. The results should be 
known shortly. 

Professor Barnard has 
stated that the probable cause 
of Washkansky’s death was a 
germ in the nose) or throat. 
“Whatever precautions one 
takes,” he said, ‘‘one cannot 
eliminate germs. entirely. 
Germs in the nose or throat 
probably caused the bilateral 
pneumonia which led to Mr. 
Washkansky’s death. I do not 
believe that the rejection of 
the heart by the body was 
responsible for, the pneu- 
monia.” 


Risk of Germs 


“Even if a patient is lying 
in a sterilized room, move- 
ment. and the raising of dust 
nevertheless can give germs-a 
chance to-do what we would 
not like them to do,” said 
Barnard. 

Barnard has added that, in 
Washkansky’s’case, ‘‘the dice 
were loaded agaimst -us’’— 
Waskansky was a_ diabetic, 
and he also had a lg 
infection. The diabetes prob- 
ably made Washkansky more 
susceptible to infection. 

Prof. J. G. Thompson, a 
pathologist who conducted the 
postmortem on Waskansky, 
said his examination showed 
that Waskansky had suffered 
an unusually heavy attack of 
pneumonia. Had pneumonia 
not, intervened, there was a 
possibility of Washkansky 
living fora ‘‘good few years.”’ 
Prof. V. Chrire, the cardiolo- 
gist, confirmed that the heart 
had stood up “remarkably” 
until the point of death: 

But the .voices of dissent in 
the medical profession have 
not been silenced by these 

arguments, The view is being 
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expressed that the Immunolo- 
gists have a long way.-to go 
before the rejection problem 
is solved without increasing 
the risk of infection. 

It is a question of finding a 
happy medium between the 
suppression of the patient's 
immunoloigical defences and 
the risk of infection to which 
this exposes him—conditions 
which differ in every in- 
dividual. 


The dissenting doctors 
argue that the drugs which 
were used massively to sup- 
press the rejection symptoms 
also reduced .the body’s re- 
sistance to bacteria, and in 
this condition imfection is 
liable to break out at one of a 
number_of points. It is only a 
half-answer, therefore, to say 
that rejection played no part 


in Waskansky’s death—it. 
remains_the.underlying 
problem. 

Barnard’s reply to this is 
that the operation has shown 
the heart may be less suscept- 
ible to rejeetion than other 
organs like kidneys. It may be 
possible, therefore, to use 
fewer immuno-suppressive 
drugs in the next transplant 
operation. 

French doctors have criti-. 
cized the use of cobalt bomb 
treatment on Washkansky 
after he had developed pneu- 
monia. ‘It is out_of date and 
not used any more on kidney 
transplants,” they said. An- 
other French doctor has de- 
scribed the transfusion of 
white blood cells as \“‘giving 
arms to the-devil:* 

Generally, the criticism is

that surgical knowledge 4s 
greater than biological ex- 
perience. A leading Johannes- 
burg doctor, “however, has 
added a further 
“Although it is a 
experimental surgical feat, 
this heart transplant operation 
has limited practical applica- 
tion.” (Professor Barnard ‘has 
rejected the use of the word 
“experiment” to describe the 
operation on Washkansky). 
Undeterred, therefore, by 
Washkansky’s death, and by 
the misgivings of some doc- 
‘tors, the Groote Schuur trans- 
plant team has gone ahead 
with its work, It has asked for 
dohors from the “O” blood 
group, to build up a bank of 
white blood corpuscles. And 
apart from a possible differ- 
ence in cross-infection preven- 
tion it wil make no change in 
either. the surgical technique 
or the post-operative care.

NEWS HIGHLIGHTS OF THE WEEK 


Reviewed by Peter Murray, Times Wire News Editor 


Faced bya continuing de- 
cline in its dollar supply, the 
U.S. was forced to take 
drastic measures this week to 
stop the drain. 

Main target of the restric- 
tive action anmounced by 
President Johnson is Western 
Europe, where the biggest 
U.S. deficits have, occurred in 
the post-war period. 

The U.S. has sustained this 
deficit over the past 20 years 
through sale of her huge gold 
hoard to countries which had 
accumulated an excess of 
dollars. Now her gold holdings 
are only half what they were 
jn 1949 when they reached a 
peak of $24 billion. 

The recent monetary _up- 
heaval touched off by de- 
valuation of the pound put 
heavy pressure on the dollar, 
increasing the outward flow 
and leading to the new 
restrictions. The 1967 deficit 
was close to a record $4 
billion. 

Direct U.S. investment in 
Europe now is banned. It had 
increased four-fold in the last 
15 years. , 

Britain, hard-pressed by 
economic problems of her 
own, was partially excluded 
by being placed in a special 
category of trading nations 
along with Canada, Japan, 
Australia and a few other oil- 
producing countries. 

Investment in these coan- 
tries will be allowed to 
continue in 1968 at 65 per cent 
of the 1965-66 levels. 

e 


Canada #& not expected to 
be especially hard hit. The 65 
per-eent-figure applies to-the 
group, not to individual coun- 
tries, and the level could be 
higher for this. country. 

The U.S. has always er 
joyed a favorable trade bal- 
ance with Canada and is not 
likely to take steps that would 
jeopardize ‘this position. A 
possible. point of friction could 
be Canada’s insistence that 
U.S.. firms re-invest their 
acumulated earnings here. 

In fact, Canada_is expected 
to benefit from the new U.S. 
restrictions on toufist travel. 

Johnson appealed to Ameri- 
cans to stop holidaying in 
Europe and spend their vaca- 
tion money in the Western 
Hemisphere where it has 
more chance of finding its 
way back to the U.S. He said 
he would follow the appeal up 
with restrictive legishation. It 
would likely také the form of 
a limit on the amount of funds 
American tourists can take 
abroad. 

Loss of the swelling U.S. 
tourist trade would be a 
heavy blow to countries such 
as Britain, France, Spain and 
Italy. 
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In addition to these mea- 
sures the U.S. put limits on 
the foreign joans that can be 
made by American banks, and 
announced her intention of 


cutting back her overseas aid 
programs and defence 
spending. 

* 


There was another flurry of 
excitement this week about 
possible Vietnam peace talks 
but, as in the past, there was 
very little to go.on. 

It dangled on the slender 
thread of interpretation of the 
difference between the words 
“could” and ‘‘would.”’ 

In the past the North 
Vietnamese have. stated that 
if the U.S. stopped bombing 
then negotiations “‘could’’ get 
started. Last weekend Hanoi’s 
foreign minister, Nguyen, Duy 
Trinh, was quoted as saying if 
the bombing and “other war- 
like actions’” against North 
Vietnam were halted by the 
U.S. then peace talks ‘‘would” 
get started. 

The U.S., which has shown 
little indication of wanting to 
scale down the fighting to test 
Hanoi’s reaction, declared 
that it is  “‘investigating’’ 
through diplomatic channels 
to determine if there are any 
new grounds for optimism. 


The South Vietnamese, 
meanwhile, wasted no time in 
pouring cold water, on the 
latest talk of negotiations. 

President Nguyen Van Thieu 
said North Vietnam was “‘not 
serious” about seeking peace. 
And the rubber-stamp House 
of Representatives in Saigon 

a resolution opposing 
talks with the Nation 
Liberation Front, the* political] 
arm of the Viet Cong. 

One unconfirmed re port 
said Hanoi had made tentative 
approaches to Cambodia, 

and Laos to see if they 
were willing to host prelimi- 
nary peace - talks —in—their 
capitals. 

Camibodia continued its run- 
ning feud with the U-S. over 
friction along its’ frontier with 
South Vietnam and President 
Johnson despatched Ambas- 
sador to India Charles Bowles 
to try and smooth relations. 

China declared she would 
back Cambodia if there was

Blaiberg is white, Haupt of 
mixed white and African 
parentage which put him in 
the South African category of 
“colored”, a class that lives 
almost in limbo. They shun 
close relationships with full- 
‘looded Africans and are 
denied them by law with 
whites. 

If they had met before, 
Blaiberg and Haupt could not 
have sat together on a bus or 
gone to the same beach. 

But there was no law to say 


they couldn’t exchange hearts.

Concert Proves Rare Treat 


“Tn the past we have bought 
blocks of tickets to give away 
for circuses,”’ he says. ‘‘But 
there are very few kids for 
whom circus admissions are 
beyond reach. On the other 
hand concert tickets are a 
pretty expensive proposition 
for most music students.” 

Mr, Coning feels that it is 
high time organizations such 
as the one he represents gave 
Somé Consideration to —the 
mind of the coming genera- 
tion. 

He speaks, as so many have 
been doing, of the ever- 
shortening work week and is 
concerned, with many  think- 
ing people today, over the use 
of the expanded leisure time. 

“It is no good,*’ he says, 
“waiting until unhealthy and 
anti-social activity begins to 
fill the idle time.” 

It is now, he feels, that we 
must lay a groundwork for 
the constructive use of the 
great leisure that is to be ours 
in the latter half of the 
century.

Fuel Added to Bach Debate. 


By BERYL PROUDMAN 

If E. Power Biggs: suggests 
a project, Columbia records, 
unquestioning, produces it no 
matter how extravagant or 
wild the suggestion. may 
seem; for the sale of millions 
of Biggs’ recordings over the 
years has ensured the com- 
pany of his unerring judgment 
in matters of music. 

The new two-record Colum- 
bia album (M2S 764 stereo, 
M2L 364. mono), in which 
Biggs plays Bach's Six Trio- 
Sonatas on a_ pedal -harpsi- 
chord, adds fuel to the long- 
disputed - question—did Bach 
write these works for organ 
or harpsichord? 

While. scholars and purists 
have debated this question for 
years, music-listeners, lacking 
ihe opportunity to. compare 
performances. on the two 
instruments, “have watched 
this intellectual exercise from 
the wings unqualified to join 
in the fray. 

Now, with the release of 
this exciting harpischord 
album the listener can com- 
pare performances, for there 
are excellent organ-recordings 
already_on_the market. 

At last, he too can consider 
whether Bach had the organ or 
the harpsichord, in mind when 
he wrote these works as home- 
studies for his eldest son 
Wilhelm Friedemann. 

Several advantages of play- 

ing them on a large pedal- 
harpsichord became apparent 
as one listens to Biggs’ 
performance. 
“The three voices are, at all 
times, perfectly clear and 
distinct and the pedal-line is 
given equal prominence as is 
fitting in trio-sonatas. 


These satisfying, straight- 


forward sounding trio-Sonatas 
are so difficult to play that 
many performers avoid them, 
but Biggs brings. to his 
playing of these taxing works, 
all the resources of his great 
skil’_and wide experience.

The son of a London char- 
woman and fish market porter, 
Caine worked as a_ freight 
handler and pneumatic drill 
operator in the streets before . 
he got his break into acting. 

“Cocknéys. have the 
strongest sense of, survival of 
any people in the world, and an 
actor needs that,” he said. 

Caine came from the same 
area of London’s East End as 
Stamp 27, who is fiercely proud 
of his heritage.

BIOGRAPHY, by Edward V.

Eddie Rickenbacker’s auto- 
biography--has-—been--on.—the. 
best seller list for some 
weeks. Its presemce there 
raises questions about the 
literary taste of the American 
public. 

It is, as-one might expect, a 
very handsome book. 

The dust cover reproduces 
an oil painting of the young 
Rickenbacker, in his» person- 
ally designed, custom-tailored 
Captain's uniform of World 
War I, against a background 
of aerial combat complete 
with a plummeting German 
aircraft. 

The stern craggy face of the 
man is barely relieved by the 
coid blue of the war torn sky 
reflected in his eyes, and is 
reinforced by the rocky out- 
crop on which he sits, care- 
lessly indifferent to the vio- 
lence all about him, 


When the reader opens the. 
work, he is once more 
assailed by the feeling that 
here’is a man telling the story 
of his life With a casual lack 
of involvement with the real 
issues of his time and an 
egocentric indifference to the 
-Tealities_of his_own character. 

Rickenbacker depicts him- 
self as a twentieth century 
Horatio Alger hero. His aims 
are simple: the acquisition of 
wealth and power. 

* His means are an under- 
standing of machinery and of 
its potentialities, particularly 
of the automobile and the 
aeroplane; a ° tremendous 
volume of sheer ‘physical 
courage, combined . with a 
steely will and fantastic good 
luck; a penchant for getting 
to know the right people; and 
fimally, a determination to 
succeed

The story of Eddie Ricken- 
backer, racing driver, owner 
of the Indianapolis Speedway, 
American Ace of Aces in 
World War I, automobile 
manufacturer, and owner of

Fastern Air Lines, is also the 
story of the rise of American 
technology, of the triumph of 
the gasoline engine. 

But Rickenbacker is not 
content to describe his ascent 
from rags to riches. 

As in. politics he espouses 
the cause of the Goldwater 
arm of the Republican party, 
so in writing he advances ‘is 
reactionary ideas; that 
“foreign aid would do 
more harm than good,” that 
the only solution to the threat 
of communism is.to be found 
in “the old-fashioned, Ameri- 
can formula of hard work.” 

He predicts a century or 
more of racial rather than of 
ideological conflict, except, of 
course, in the United States, 
where “people of color will 
remain loyal-to their mother 
country.”

Rickenbacker concludes his 
autobiography with a stirring 
denunciation of the demo- 
cratic welfare --state where 
“s elf-government ultimately 
generates disintegrating 
forces.”’ It is America’s mani- 
fest destiny to save the world 
through a faith in God, hard 
work, and the rediscovery of 
“the principles of the Ameri- 
can way of life that have been 
tried and proved.” 

It isnot every man who can 
borrow three and a_ half 
million dollars to buy an 
airline. 

It ® not-every man who can 
Maintain the narrow moral 
and political rigidity of nine- 
teenth century capitalism so 
far into the twentieth century. 
The spectacle of its continua- 
tion ‘frankly ‘exposed | may 
come as an unpleasant shock.

Then the pace flags somewhat. No single char- 
acter is sufficiently interesting, and the episodic 
structure becomes merely repetitive. ;

Practically the entire Jewish 
population was evacuated 
safely, amd during the last 
days of the war the , Resist- 
ance Movement was able to 
block the German retreat out 
of Denmark. In the words of 
Field Marshal Montgomery, 
the Danish Resistance ‘‘was 
worth 10 divisions.” 

Apart from a few collabora- 
tionists the entire nation had 
united against the hated 
Nazis, despite the fact that 
for the first time the Ger- 
mans had refrained from 


using violence in taking over 
a foreign country. In the ‘early 
years of the war the Danes 
were treated decently by their 
“protectors,” only to be re- 
paid by disrespect and 
humiliation. 

_ On May 2, 1945, the Ger- 
mans received orders to 
capitulate, but in Denmark 
there was “‘not a single Allied 
soldier present to accept the 
German surrender.” 

To further complicate the 
situation there was no legal 
authority in Denmark as ‘‘the 
King had withdrawn from all 
official duties, his ministers 
had resigned, parliament was, 
dissolved.” It was not until 
May 5, when British troops 


arrived, that the Germans! 


formally surrendered. 


The purpose of this book as 
stated by the author is ‘‘to 
illuminate a period of history 
and bring it alive for my 
young readers.”” In achieving 
this objective he was highly 
successful.

When Archie Left 
To See the World 


Archibald Sturrock of Van- 
couver is 8 years, young but 
not musically endowed. So you 
couldn’t describe him. as a 
Pied Piper. 

But when he made up his 
mind. to.seethe world, he took 
along nearly 12,000 followers. 

Now, 13 years, 50 trips and 
one milion miles later, the 
former Victoria (1928 - 1944) 


railway master mechanic is. 


planning his biggest globe- 
trotting year ever. 

Late in the fall hé made a 
“dry run” of a six-day tour 
down the Rhine from Basel, 


Switzerland, to Rotterdam, 
which he described as <‘the 
trip of a “lifetime.” His 


enthusiasm gains steam at the 
sight of a ‘travel brochure. 


He then bustled 31 Canadian 
Pacific pensioners cff to the 
Orient on a three-week tour 
with his wife, Sue, conducting 
the group. 

TRAVEL GUIDE 

She is an experienced press 
relations consultant and travel 
guide. A one-time radio script 
writer, ‘she plans the itiner- 
aries and has been with her 
husband on most of the tours, 


Sturrock got imto the travel 
business by accident. He 
worked 40 years in Canadian 
Pacific’s mechanical depart- 
ment and rose to be superin- 
tendent of motive power for 
western lines. During that 
time his. travelling was. con- 
fined to the railway's thin bine 
of steel. : ; 

Upon his retirement, he 
joined a 
Canadian Pacific - pensioners 
who enjoyed outings on com- 
pany coastal vessels between 
Vancouver and cities on Van- 
couver Iskand. Not content 
with this, Sturrock, a born 
leader, immediately wrestled 
with the suggestion that “‘we 
should really take a trip.” 

Archie and Sue detailed a 


small group of} 


rail trip across Canada, a 
White Empress ocean voyage 
from Montreal to Liverpool 
and a two-week sight-seeing 
journey in Great Britairi. 

A mailing list was prepared 
from names of known CPR 
pensioners and they got re- 
sponses from 75 who were 
willing to “really. take a trip." 


FOR 13 YEARS 


Needless to say, it was a 
success and, as Sturrock so 
aptly described the rosy years 
that followed, “‘for the past 13 
years we've either been away 
from home or arranging a 
tour to take us away.” 

Archie Sturrock, a native of 
Dundas, Ont., near Hamilton, 
headed west in 1904 to work in 
th sprawling Canadian 
Pacific shops in Winnipeg. 

He came by his technical 
skills naturally. His father 
was a-mechanical officer with 
what is’ now the ‘Toronto, 
Hamilton and Buffalo Railway 
and- his great-granduncle was 
Archibald Sturrock, designer 
of locomotive engines in 
Britain. 

One museum piece. bearing 
his name-graces the entrance 
to the Doncaster Works, 


Britain's biggest rail repair 
shops. 

He was master mechanic 
for the E and N railway until 
he retired in 1944 due to ill 
health.

Former Victoria.Times reporter John Manning and his 
wife, Pat, are currently on a 12,000-mile “Centennial Cruise”’ 
aboard their tiny sailing ship Powindah. The pair started in 
England and hope te end their cruise in the Inuer Harbor. 
This is the 56th-in a series on their adventures. 


the homes are-neatly built of 
lumber and roofed over. with 
corrugated iron. 

On the island of Nuku Hiva 
there are wild cattle as well 
as goats, chickens and pigs to 
be had; every ten days a 
party of six hunters procures 
enough meat for the whole 
island. 


Fish are plentiful, as are 
the various jungle fruits such 
as mangoes, coconuts, 
Papayas and grapefruit. Even 
the mountain streams contain 
food; delectable crayfish. 


For three weeks Powindah~’ 


lingered in this wonderous 
environment. Her crew fished, 
swam, bathed’ under idyllic 
waterfalls, went to a native 
feast and explored the island 
by taking long hikes into the 
mountains. The outer world 
seemed but a figment of the 
imagination.

One day we paid a visit to 
Bob McKetterick, a Britisher 
who had jumped ship in 
Taicohae Bay more than half 
a century back. He had 
remained in the South Seas, 


married a Marquesan girl and 
built up a small business 
selling goods to the local 
inhabitants. He is blind now, 
nearing eighty years of age; 
his grip_is still that of a man 
who once made his living aloft 
in a wind-ship. 


“There’s an island to the 
north of here,” he told us. 
“They call it Biao. No people 
there, just sheep and some 
pigs. A Frenchman tried to 
live there once but he couldn’t 
stand the isolation. If you go, 
be careful for sometimes the 
wind hauls round to the north 
and i you dragged up on: the 
beach you'd be there a long 
time before anyone found you. 
Hell of a place to be 
shipwrecked.”

Three days later Powindah 
stood off Taieohae Bay under 
full spread of canvas—bound 
for the Island -of Eiao. 

It took us two days to reach 
it. The first night we spent 


, tucked into the leeward side 


of Nuku Hiva, with the wind 
howling down out of the hills, 
sereeching louder than a cave 
full of ghosts. 


In that place three native 
fishermen came aboard for 
dinner. 

We drank French wine 
drawn from -the ship’s barrel 
and ate tuna provided by our 


guests. 
They were full of* tales 
about Eiao.

“It’s a mystery island,’’ one 
said. ‘‘No man can stay _there 
for long. There are spirits 
there; the*souls of the ancient 
people who made that place 
thei. home.” 

“Yes,” said another of the 
trio, “the place is haunted. 
Not only that but there are 
more sharks around than any 
place I know of and the 
anchorage is murky. The big 
sharks love discolored water. 
I would not swim there.” 


“T-would not even go there. 
I would sail straight for 
Honolulu. The dead wish to 
have no disturbance.”

The striking Angkor Wat 
(wat means. temple), which 
has given its name to the 
whole region, is actually but 
one of a profusion of palaces, 
shrines and temples compris- 
ing what ranks as one of the 
greatest free tourist attrac- 
tions on earth, Engulfed by 
the jungle for five centuries, 
with only monkeys and beasts 
to enjoy its grandeur, it now 
is easily accessible.

For 
the next five centuries they 
slept, with great trees gradu- 
ally splitting stone walls and 
twining completely over an- 
cient spires. 

Then in the middle of the 
last century, the famed 
French Orientalist Henri 
Mouhot set out to rediscover 
the temples and came upon 
Angkor Wat itself—an experi- 
ence he described as ‘“‘like 
moving from darkness to 
light.” 

He published his findings in 
1864 and the modern .restora- 
tion of Angkor was begun, than 
as now largely financed by the 
French.

Recent payment of a $200,000} 
executor’s fee by Victoria city 
council was made against the 
advice of city solicitor T. P.

On Dec. 5 the city of Victoria 
received a cheque for $2 million 


from Canada Trust Company. 
The sum represented the bulk of 
the city’s legacy from the éstate 
of the late Thomas Shanks 
McPherson. 

The city was also presented 
with a bill for $200,000 for 
Canada Trust’s administration 
of the estate over a five-year

One of the problems of 
collection in this area is that 
although volunteers give a 
great deal of time to clinic 
duties, most of the technical 
personnel come here for clinic 
days from Vancouver.

t—Recent paymerit ofa $200,000} 
executor’s fee by Victoria ‘city 
council was made against the 
advice of city solicitor T. P. 
O’Grady. 

But the action: was defended} 
today against criticisms pub- 
lished elsewhere. 

The story, told by a source 
close to the matter, is this: 

On Dec. 5 the city of Victoria 
received a cheque for $2 million

In Egg Price 


A 10 per cent increase in the 
price of eggs is expected this 
year. 

A spokesman for producers 
said today the newly created 
B.C. egg marketing board, 
will seek to prevent over- 
production which resulted last 
year in losses to the industry. 

Egg surpluses caused prices 
to drop below the cost of 
production. 

The board, the first of its 
kind in Canada, was estab- 
lished under the Natural 
Product (B.C.) Marketing Act. 
Its main purpose will be to ad- 
just production to market re- 
quirements. 

The act gives the board 
wide powers, such as author- 
ity to issue market quotas and 
to fix prices to be paid to 
producers.

Last year Victoria hospitals 
Crew 2,000 more pints of blood 
from the central bank than 
were supplied by local donors.

And while Victorians react 
quickly to emergencies, there 
is danger that recurring 
emergencies will mean a 
decline in public response. 

One of the problems of 
collection in-this area is that 
although volunteers give a 
great deal of time to clinic 
“duties, most of the technical 
personnel come here for clinic 
days from Vancouver. This 
has meant, clinics could only 
be held for two or three days 
each month.
